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1. Claims 20 and 21 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Dai et a! ("Synthesis and Evaluation of Novel Organoelement Resists for EUV 
Lithography". Proceedings of SPIE, vol.5039 (2003), pg. 1 1 64-1 1 72). 

2. The effective filing date of present claims 20 and 21 remains as March 12, 2004 
because Ober's 132 Declaration was not successful in removing Dai et al as a 
reference; as discussed previously, applicants may overcome present 102(a) rejection 
by filing 132 declaration establishing that the article is describing aoplicant's own work 
by stating that applicant is the sole inventor and that the others (i.e.. Sana Ouk Kim. 
Victoria Golovkina and Janaho Shin) were merely working under his or her direction (bv 
stating that, applicants are establishing that the Dai et al article is describing applicant's 
own work. The statement that Sang Ouk Kim, Victoria Golovkina and Jangho Shin did 
not contribute to the conception of the claims of the '195 application is not sufficient to 
remove Dai et al as a reference). 

3. Claims 12, 13 and 19 are allowed. The polymer shown in Figure 2 of Gabor et al 
("Hydrosiloxane Modified Styrene-Diene Block Copolymer Resists", Proceedings of 
SPIE, vol.1925 (1993), pg.499-506) does not teach or suggest any of the present 
polymers of claims 12, 13 and 19. Claim 26 is allowed. Reed'380 does not teach or 
suggest present element of carborane carboxylic acid or dimesitylborane. Claims 32-35 
are allowed for the reasons previously indicated. Claim 48 is allowed. Chung et al 
(Macromolecules) does not teach or suggest present polymer of claim 48.
